Crabb and Ben C. Richards, Jr., 
a former cyclops of the Dallas Ku 
Klux Klan, were indicted yester- 
day for forgery In connection with 
collection of the bet money. 


"Are you Vest?" Crabb was ask- 


ed."I am him," he replied. "I am 
absolutely him." 
Some, ten days o,go, Crabb said, 
he wrote a letter to District At- 
torney William McCraw, admitting 
that he was "Vest." Then he fled 
to -Mexico, he rclatedr with $250, 
his share for collecting the bet 
stake, ini his pocket. 
His son 


pleaded with Crabb to return to 
Dallas, and .finally persuaded him 
to do so, the former city employe 
and blacksmith's helper said. 


Crabb admitted that he present- 
ed credentials to Mathews author- 
izing the sakeholdcr to 'give "Vest" 
the bet stake. These1 credentials, 
he said, were false, but Mathewfl, 
Unsuspecting, gave him, as "Vest'1 
the money. 
District Attorney McCraw said 
that developments had strengthen- 
ed the case against Adams H'mcp 
they tended to show Mathews wns 
of unimpeachable character.

Neg- 
lect, however, may lead to 
months, even years of seri- 
ous illness, and perhaps the 
loss of life itself. Thousands 
of patients have recovered 
from tuberculosis, but there 
would have been many le- 
gions more if they had faced 
their problem in time.

?\-Unity was prophesied by tho Old 
Tostnm'pnt; and the story itself is 
ront nnctl in the opening portions 
of (ho Gospels of Matthew 
and 


Luke. Of amazing brevity is this 
narrative of the most stupendous 
event in history; it may 
be read 


in a few minutes; yet Its details 
are so clear and profuse that count- 
less books and sermons have been 
built \ipon them, as well as innum- 
erable paintings. 


Christmas is a place fact. 
Al- 
though of universal significance, 
t.he Christmas event occurred In a 
definite locality—tho ancient hill 
(own ot Bcll'.lPhem, which is in the 
central part of Palestine, a little 
country now ruled by iri-eat Brit- 
ain, 
under a mandate 
from the 
League of Nations. Palestine is in
